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Chemical War 

-National Defense Department funds McGill experiments

Two McGill professors are doing research with direct applications to chemical 
warfare. 

The professors have received grants from the Department of National Defense 
(DND) to develop protective and therapeutic measures against chemical warfare at- 
tacks on human beings. The chemical warfare agents, for which the professors are 
developing countermeasures, are nerve gases and have yet to be used in any war. 



At McGill's MacDonald Col- 
lege, Dr. W.D. Marshall of the 
Agricultural Chemistry and 
Physics Department is * con- 
tracted with the DND for the 
"study of the fate of certain 
chemicals in rats dogs and 
swine" and "qualitative and 
quantitative analysis of HI-6 in 
dosing preparation samples us- 
ed in toxological studies." 

Marshall is receiving a total 
of $94,348 from the DND for 
the research. 

According to Marshall, the 
experiments involve testing the 
safety of an antidote that off- 
sets the effects of 
organophosphorus poisoning. 
Organophosphorus compounds 
are used in mild doses as insec- 
ticides but have been developed 
as nerve gases by both the U.S. 
and the USSR military. 

Nerve gases such as Sarin, 
VX (American) and Soman 
(Soviet), kill by interfering with 
nerve impulses essential for 
respiration and other vital func- 
tions. Inhalation of the gases or 
skin contact with .their liquid 
form results in rapid death. 
Most nerve agents are odorless 
and colorless. 

' Marshall says his antidote is a 
form of a bispyridiniumaldox- 
ime which acts as a reactivator 
for cholinesterase, a particular 
enzyme which is debilitated by 
organophosphorous gases. Dr. 
Marshall is not actually using 
organophosphorus compounds 
in his experiments. 

Protection devices 
Dr. T.M.S. Chang of 
McGill's Artificial Organs and 
Cell Research Centre is being 
funded for $226,146 by the 
DND "to develop basic systems 
testing the absorption of con-, 
taminants from the air by char- 
coal," said Chang. 

Chang does not deny his 
research could be applied to de- 
fend against nerve gases. There 
is a precedent for chemical war- 
fare research at McGill with 
basic orientation similar to 
Chang's. In 1942, J.C. Arnell 
published a thesis based on 
research at McGill. called "the 
mechanism of sorption of gases 



Both Marshall and Chang say 
their research focuses on non- 
military objectives. Marshall 
claims his antidote can be used 
to treat accidental insecticide 
poisoning while Chang says 
charcoal absorption has many 
possible uses in industrial 
decontamination. 

Neither scientist expresses 
any qualms about the source of 
their funds nor the possible ap- 
plications of their work. 

Says Dr. Marshall, "I honest- 
ly feel I am doing work that will 
be beneficial. I'm just very hap- 
py to get the money for a pro- 



ject which I feel to be wor- 
thwhile." 

- Dr. Chang says a scientist's 
choice to accept military fun- 
ding is "a matter of individual 
thinking" and he sees his 
research as a "protective sort of 
thing". 

Dr. Leon Wolfe of the Mon- 
tréal Neurological Institute, a 
recognised expert on nerve 
gases, emphasises the defensive 
and theurapeutic applications 
of both Marshall's and Chang's 
research.

RAEU unveils 
job-switch scheme

Le Regroupement des Associations Etudiantes 
Universitaires (RAEU) has adopted a "Robin Hood" 
job creation program for Québec youths. They want to 
take money from the Québec workers and give it to the 
youth. 

members of the QFL pay a 
union membership fee to insure 
their own financial -future, 
whereas RAEU is asking a small 
sector of workers to bear the 
brunt of the financial support 
for another job creation pro- 
gramme, which is more of a job 
replacement programme. 

According to Morency, 
"RAEU believes that young 
people have the right to ask the 
community for jobs." 

The RAEU proposal sparked 
an angry reaction from 
L'Association Nationale des 
Etudiants-es du Québec 
(ANEQ). 

Peter Wheeland, Secretary of 
Information, said "this project 
is an attempt to say that the pro- 
vincial' government should not 
be responsible for lowering the 
unemployment rate among 
young people." 

Wheeland added, "RAEU's 
idea of community solidarity is 
laughable." 

"By creating a "solidarity" 
fund,- RAEU will be worsening 
the situation by making young 
people a sacrifice generation," 
he said. 



The proposal RAEU is draw- 
ing for the PQ government con- 
sists of taking $3.50 per week 
from public and para-public 
service employees. This would 
create a "solidarity" fund to 
use for job creation for 
students. 

As well, RAEU would con- 
sider going to workers in the 
private sector. According to 
RAEU estimates, the solidarity 
fund would amount to 4S0 
million dollars a year. 

Julie Morency, General 
Secretary for RAEU, explained, 
"This project is going to en- 
courage community solidarity." 

With their "solidarity" pro- 
ject, RAEU is following the ex- 
ample of the Québec Federation 
of Labour (QFL). 

Last June, the National 
Assembly passed a motion to 
create a fund for every 
employee registered with the 
Federation. This fund provides 
job security to employees in 
case they lose their jobs. Each 
member pays a fee of $10 to the 
Federation when s/he first 
joins.

Nine ex-patients of Dr. Cameron are sueing the U.S. govern- 
ment for a million dollars each for the CIA's role in funding for 
brain-washing experiments conducted on them in the late 50's. 

The patients claim their health was irreparably damaged as a 
result of the experiments. 

Cameron used massive does of electro-shock therapy, curare 
poison, LSD, weeks of drugged sleep, and sensory deprivation.

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military research," he said. 

However, protective research 
could be used by the DND to 
produce equipment for troops 
facing the possibility of 
chemical attack. Neither Mar- 
shall nor Chang deny this. Mar- 
shall's drug could be used 
defensively as in antidote auto- 
injectors issued to chemical 
combat units while Chang's 
charcoal research could be used 
to develop respirators used by 
the same units. 

Both the NATO and Soviet 
alliances have both offensive 
and defensive chemical warfare 
capabilities. According to the 
Stockholm International Peace 
Research Institute (SIPRI), in 
its 1980 "Report on Chemical 
Weapons", the offensive 
capability has, outside of attack 
equipment, the following 
elements: protective equipment 
sufficient to shield troops from 
their own chemical warfare 
weapons; production capacity 
for protective equipment; and 
research and development for 
that protective equipment. 

At Canadian universities 
research is officially limited to 
protection-only capacity. The 
SIPRI points out that overlaps 
between requirements for offen- 
sive chemical warfare capability 
and protection-only capability 
can ^'greatly ease the task of ac- 
quiring an offensive chemical 
warfare capability rapidly and 
relatively inconspicuously." 

Most of the research and 
some of the development work 
needed to build up protective 
capability is directly relevant to 
offensive applications. In many 
cases, a larger range of difficult 
technical problems confront the 
scientist working on efficient 
anti-chemical protection than 
on development of efficient 
chemical weapons. For these 
reasons, SIPRI states, "if 
chemical warfare weapons R & 
D (research and development) 
were to be conducted, much of 
it could be undertaken within R 
& D facilities ostensibly 
dedicated to anti-chemical pro- 
tection." 

The majority of NATO's pre- 
sent offensive and protective 
chemical warfare capability 
comes from an international 
co-operative effort involving 
the U - S " Canada . Australia, 



and the U.K. During the Cold 
War, the U.S. took on full-scale 
development and manufacture 
while field-testing and evalua- 
tion were carried out both in the 
U.S. and Canada, at such large- 
scale facilities as the Defence 



Research Establishment in Suf- 
field, Alberta. (Testing of ac- 
tual chemical weapons there 
ceased in 1959). 

The Canadian goverment has 
officially renounced the use of 
chemical weapons.

===== A long history ,

McGill is no stranger to chemical warfare research; In the 
1940's a team of at least eight chemists worked to develop 
agenls for use as chemical weapons. At that time the aggressive 
Intent of the research was completely undisguised. Every thesis" 
published by these men used the now-taboo word "chemical 
warfare". 

John Hugill, who published a paper in 1946 of his research 
Into dlsulfur decaflouride, observed the "violent convulsions 
and the exuding of frothy clear fluid from the nose" of ex- 
perimental animals and concluded that as a "chemical warfare 
agent" It "presents many possibilities." Scientists are no 
longer so proud of such work and research Is not as unabashed- 
ly geared towards destructive goals. 

Chemicals were first developed with potential as weapons of 
mass destruction in the late nineteenth century. Employed with 
terrible effect in the first World War, chemical warfare was 
subsequently prohibited by the Geneva Protocol of 1925 from 
use in international armed conflicts. 

There was a general abstention from the use of chemicals in 
World War II, although research and development continued 
on both sides. The nerve gases that the Germans began to 
develop during the war were acquired by both the Americans 
and Russians and found to be tens of times more powerful than 
) any previous chemical warfare weapons. The Cold War gave 
new momentum to chemical warfare programs in both nations. 'i

The United States has 
adopted a new military opera- 
tional doctrine for NATO 
which will encourage military 
research and production in 
Canada. 

In December, at the meeting 
of NATO defence ministers in 
Brussels, the United States af- 
firmed its commitment to a 
"Strike Deep"poIicy which in- 
corporates a plan for offensive 
strategies inside Warsaw Pact 
countries. A central aspect of 
Strike Deep.is to take advantage 
of emerging military 
technologies being developed in 
the U.S. and Canada. 

According to Manfred 
Sadiowski, publisher of 
Military Technology, an inter- 
nationally recognised Military 
periodical "the 'Strike Deep* 
concept calls for a rather offen- 
sive attitude with penetration 
attacks well inside enemy ter- 
ritory." 

Canada's role in developing 
related emerging technologies 
was formalised last May during 
a two day conference in Ottawa 
titled "Can/Am Future Tech." 

James P. Wade Junior, prin- 
cipal Deputy undersecretary of 
Defense for Research and 
Engineering of the U.S. Army, 



said at the conference that "our 
nations have, for all practical 
purposes, joined together in a 
North American industry 
base." 

He added "it has been said 
that the electronic chip is work- 
ing a revolution in warfare 
equivalent to the fundamental 
changes brought about by the 
stirrup, by gunpowder, and the 
application of atomic energy... 
We need to recognise we stand 
on the threshold of some bold 
and innovative conceptual 
thinking." 

According to Military 
Technology, "in the Canadian 
private sector, an estimated 90 
per cent of the military-related 
equipment produced by Cana- 
dian industry is exported; two 
thirds or more of this is pur- 
chased in the United States, and 
the share is expected to increase 
in 1984. 

The Pentagon plans to budget 
1.5 trillion dollars for military 
spending over the next 5 years.

Student faces hearing

Anthropology undergraduate student 
Gerard Bergeron will a face a 
disciplinary hearing on a charge of 
"knowingly obstruct(ing) University ac- 
tivities" within the next few weeks. 

Last week, Associate Dean of Arts G. 
L. Piggott called the student to a sum- 
mary hearing for making statements 
about a professor's alleged harassment 
of a female student. 

Giving notice of the summary hear- 
ing, Piggott quotes from a letter submit- 
ted by the Anthropology professor: 
"The consequences of Bergeron's ac- 
tions were the disruption of my class by 
distracting and distressing both the 
students and myself, the sullying of my 
personal and professional reputation by 
a grave charge, and placement of an i m- 
pedement in the establishment of close 
academic working relationship between 
myself and those students who believe 
that there may be some truth to the 
allegations." 

Legal Aid advisor for Bergeron, 
David Griffiths, does not believe the 
hearing will be beneficial for either par- 
ty. The substance and reasons for the 
charge do not indicate that the student 



knowingly obstructed university activi- 
ty, he said. 

"Further hearing is a waste of time 
and just has the potential to drag out 
real difficulties in the department and to 
further polarise things." 

Griffiths alluded to the politicisation 
in the deparment over this case, and the 
issue of sexual harassment. 

He said the committee procedure 
would "sanction all of this gossip as of- 
ficial evidence in proper university pro- 
ceedings." 

Concern about sexual harassment in 
the department surfaced last April when 
graduate students began calling for a 
policy for dealing with the problem. 

McGill does not have a set of pro- 
cedures on sexual harassment. 

According to Griffiths, "There is no 
way of airing the issue of sexual harass- 
ment without rumours, etc." 

Last December, the professor's lawyer 
sent a letter to Bergeron that threatened 
him with legal action unless he retracted 
defamatory statements. 

Although registered at McGill, 
Bergeron is taking his courses at 
l'Université de Montréal this semester.

Over the last several years, the Dally Publications 
Society (DPS), the publisher of The McGill Dally, has 
initiated many cost-cutting measures. Some of these 
have been apparent in the Dally Itself while others 
are more subtle. Issues have become smaller, ap- 
peared less often, and have had more advertising 
per page than ever before. 

While these measures have kept the Publications 
Society .afloat, they have not been enough to meet 
the demands of increasing publishing and material 

new 





costs. The DPS must now find new sources of 
revenue and the Board is asking for a $1.00 fee in- 
crease from our members. 

There are several other ways revenue could be 
raised, but none are acceptable to the Board of 
Directors because we do not think they would be ac- 
ceptable to DPS members. 

One method of raising money would be to print 
fewer issues with more ads, meaning no space for 
articles, letters, graphics or photos. In other words, 
producing a grey newspaper with little to read. 

Another method would be to raise or abolish the 
preferential advertising rates for McOlll students 
and groups. This is not an acceptable option because 
the Dally provides several services to McGill 
students, one of which 1b giving an advertising 
forum to groups who otherwise might not be able to 
afford to advertise, or who meet the needB or in- 
terests of Dally readers. 

Meanwhile, The Dally ha9 really been pinching 
pennies - cutting back on everything from colour 
in issues to a needed phone Une. In our effort to 
keep a student fee Increase as a last resort for finan- 
cial stability, fees to the DPS have not risen since its 
formation in 1981. 

The DPS launched a fundralslng drivé in 
December, restructured a commercial typesetting 
shop, and added another salesperson In the adver- 
tising office: all attempts were made to increase 
revenue before appealing to students. 

The Dally has been, and remains, the only effi- 
cient means of communication among students, 
faculty and staff at McOlll. Whether you agree with 
the editorial views of the staff or not, it cannot be 
disputed that the Dally has served this function in a 
dynamic and vlgourous manner since 1911. 

The Dally is not -facing a Ufe-or-death situation. 
But, without a fee Increase, much would be lost. 

At present, the Dally offers a myriad of services 
and content that are In jeopardy with continuing 
financial Insecurity. For example, students and stu- 
dent organisations are currently given discount 
advertising rates. The Today column Is provided 
free of charge to all McOlll organisations. Letters 
and Hyde-Parks are guaranteed publication. The 
editorial content of the paper includes science edi- 
tions, weekly culture supplements and l'Edition 
Française every Tuesday. Without an Increase all 
this will suffer due to lack of space and regularity. 

Currently members pay up to a maximum of 
$6.70 a year to the society. We are only asking for 
an Increase of $1 - to a fee payment of $6.70 - for 
the continuation of a secure nev/spaper able to meet 
the needs of its readers. 

Not everyone on campus is happy with the Daily's 
editorial opinion. What they must realise is that the 
most effective way to benefit from the paper le for It 
to be financially healthy. With more editorial space, 
more room can be devoted to more, and different ar- 
ticles, to more letters, and more Todays. 

A reduction in Dally services is in no one's in- 
terest. A financially secure newpaper is. For a 
minimal Increase in your fees you can guarantee 
this security.

Optional fees 

referendum 
unconstitutional 

A petition proposing optional payment of fees to the publishers of 
The McGill Daily, the Daily Publications Society (DPS), will not ap- 
pear on the ballot of the March 7 election. > 

The petitioners had called for a campus-wide referendum, asking 
students to disband the Society. All McGill students, except those 
registered in Continuing Education, are presently members of the 
Publications Society. According to the referendum question, next 
year, "students would have to indicate at registration whether they 
wish to become members of the Society, and thus pay the student 
levy to The McGill Daily. 

On Wednesday February 29, the Judicial Committee of the DPS rendered a deci- 
sion on the petition. The judgement reads: "The Judicial Committee is unanimous 
in declaring the referendum question unconstitutional. It cannot be presented to 
the members of the DPS in a general referendum." 

The McGill Dally appealed the proposed referendum question not because the 
staff believes in divine entitlement to obligatory student fees, but because the staff 
questioned the means the petitioners used to voice their discontent. 

The petitioners' question involved two amendments to the constitution of the 
Society. The constitution, however, specifically states that any amendments to the 
constitution be* presented in writing by two voting members of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the DPS. However, the petitioners failed to approach any of the four stu- 
dent representatives on the seven-member board. 

The student members are elected not only to ensure financial accountability of 
the newspaper but to receive students' complaints. 

The petition was approved by the DPS Chief Returning Officer as being 
technically correct as a referendum initiated by DPS members. The Dally staff, 
however, appealed to the DPS Judicial Committee for a ruling on the constitu- 
tionality of the question itself. This action was not taken to subvert those students 
with a grievance against the paper, or to mock their efforts to change the structure 
of the Society. In fact, procedural regulations were waived to expediate the process 
of appeal and to ensure that if the question were found constitutional, it could be 
placed on the ballot. 

The constitution of the Society took three years to draft as the Dally was gaining 
autonomy. The staff does not believe this is a document that can be abruptly over- 
turned. Changing the membership of the Society, threatens the principle that this is 
a community newspaper belonging to all students. 

It abrogates the ideal that any student can contribute to the newspaper or join its 

Allowing a constitutional amendment through improper channels sets a 
dangerous precedent. It paves the way for continual and perhaps hasty changes to 
the constitution. Of immediate concern to the staff of the Daily is editorial control 
of the newspaper. Constitutional protection is in place specifically to prevent 
changes to the statement of principles of The McGill Daily, or tampering with the 
right of the paper to print freely. 

The Daily especially objected to .the proposed referendum question because it 
suggests an opt-in system of paying fees; the onus would be on the student to make 
; the extra effort to pay DPS fees. The resulting system is unfair. In the worst case 
scenario, it means financial devastation by markedly reducing the revenue of the 
newspaper. The DPS directors would not know the size of the newspaper's budget 
until September registration. Financial planning in the long term would be impossi- 
ble. 

There is a more workable proposition for the petitioners. They could have sus- 
tained freedom of choice in allocating their money if they had approached the 
Board of Directors and asked them to negotiate on an opt-out proposal. This 
system is already in place for the student newspaper at the University of Waterloo. 
An opt-out system guarantees students the chance to withdraw their funding from 
a newspaper if they find the contents objectionable; it preserves freedom of choice. 
This system is also fair because students would be basing their decision on that 
year's newspaper, rather than choosing to withdraw support from a newspaper 
sight unseen. As well, experience shows that a limited number of students do 
withdraw their funding from the newspaper. It would not have a crippling effect 
upon the budget of the newspaper. 

Opt-in fees are not acceptable. The McGill Daily would fight any attempt to 
change its constitution through the improper channels. Once again, if students are 
not satisfied with the Daily, expressing discontent by making the newspaper finan- 
cially vulnerable is not an acceptable tactic. 

The entire judgement and commentary of the Judicial Committee runs 17 pages 
and thus cannot be reproduced here. Copies will-be made available at the Daily of- 
fice in Union B03 for those students and members of the Daily Publications Socie- 
ty who would like to read the decision in full.

These are not punitive actions 
and they have been done solely to meet our financial constraints in light of 
a lost Fee Increase Referendum. Should our financial situation change, not 
only would there be a reversal to these cutbacks, but funding for all sectors 
would increase. Reduced funding for the University Centre and the Society's 
activities are only a part of the across-the-board cuts that the Society has 
passed for next year. Increased prices in Gert's and higher rental fees in 
the University Centre are being implemented and a reduction in building • 
hours is being considered. At our present level of funding, we must face 
the loss of some of the service aspects of the Society.

Robertson says that despite 
the articles, the institute has 
"received a good deal of sup- 
port from the psychiatric com- 
munity." 

Robertson, who studied 
under Cameron, claims that 
Cameron's methods were in 
keeping with the seriousness of 
the cases. 

"He was not a mad scientist. 
A lot of Cameron's methods 
were very extreme in opinion, 
but you have to recognise these 
people were very sick," he said. 

Dorothy Ruddock was admit- 
ted to Allan Memorial in the 
late '50s for "animal phobia" 
according to her husband. She 
was given electro-shock treat- 
ment and insulin shock treat- 
ment by Cameron. 

Robert Logie, who was later 
diagnosed as having a bad knee, 
told the Globe and Mall he was 
given LSD treatment and was 
kept unconscious with bar- 
bituates for 23 days while audio 
tapes played in the background. 

Dr. Campbell, staff 



psychiatrist at the Allan, claim- 
ed "Cameron took on patients 
that no one could help and was 
willing to try anything that 
would work." 

Dr. Tom Kolivakas, Clinical 
Director of the Allan Memorial, 
says Cameron "is very défen- 
dable. 

"He had a theory and at the 
end it proved not to be true," he 
added. . 

The experiments ended when 
the CIA denounced the ex- 
periments as "immoral and in- 
human," according to a 
declassified document cited in 
the CBC program Fifth Estate.
